ANGSTER:  A base  silve  Swiss  coin  introduced  during  the  15th  century, 

and  used  until  about  l846.  The  term  comes  from  the  German  "angesichter" 
which  is  from  the  French  "angesicht",  meaning  face.  This  referred  to 
the  full  face  portrait  on  the  coins;  most  coins  use  profiles  or  3/4 
profiles,  seldom  a full  face  portrait. 

CAVALLQTO : Denomination  used  in  Sardinia  as  early  as  l600.  It  refers 

to  a horse  which  is  probably  used  in  the  design.

HE  MOST  REMARKABLE  FACT  IN  FINNISH  HISTORY  IS  THAT  THEY 
have  survived  through  the  various  phases  of  Russian  im- 
perialism and  have  come  through  the  stronger  for  it. 

The  thread  of  Finnish  history  is,  nevertheless,  entwined 
in  the  cloth  of  its  powerful  neighbor. 


The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  to  discuss  the  coins  of 
Finland  during  the  period  of  the  1917  revolution  and  to  present  some 
background  to  that  coinage. 

The  influence  of  Finland  and  Russia  on  the  development  of  each  other 
is  presented  in  several  books  on  the  subject;  suffice  it  to  say  that 
it  was  not  the  nature  of  the  Finns  to  surface  as  a power  in  the  north- 
ern Scandanavian  area,  but  rather  served  as  a pivot  and  buffer  in  the 
power  politics  between  Russia  on  the  one  hand,  and,  at  differing  times, 
Denmark  and  Sweden.  Finland  belonged  at  one  time  or  another  to  all 
three  countries. 

From  the  earliest  days,  Russia  coveted  Finland  in  much  the  same  way 
that  she  does  today  with  the  countries  of  eastern  Europe;  as  a land 
buffer  against  land  attack  from  whatever  enemies  she  may  happen  to 
have  at  the  time. 

As  early  as  1721,  Finland  was  a province  of  Sweden  which  Russia  cap- 
tured but  was  forced  to  return  by  the  Treaty  of  Nystadt.  In  addition 
Russia  had  to  pay  an  indemnity  of  2 million  rixdollars. 

During  the  unsettled  times  of  Napoleon,  Russia  declared  war  with 
Sweden  in  l8o8  and  annexed  Finland.  This  time  Finland  would  stay 
within  the  Russiam  empire  until  1920.  In  a play  of  power  politics, 
Napoleon  and  Alexander  I signed  the  Treaty  of  Tilsit  (1807)  where 
each  agreed  not  to  interfere  with  each  others  activities  (similar  to 
the  Hitler-Stalin  pact  of  1939)*  This  treaty  gave  Russia  the  free 
hand  it  needed  to  annex  Finland  ostensibly  for  the  protection  of  St. 
Petersburg  (Petrograd,  Leningrad). 

Finland  was  then  organized  as  an  autonomous  Grand  Duchy  with  the  Czar 
as  Grand  Duke.  This  degree  of  autonomy  is  seen  on  the  coinage  of 
the  country  where  the  center  shield  on  the  Russian  coat  of  arms  -- 
the  two  headed  eagle  with  St.  George  in  the  center  --  is  replaced 
with  the  Finnish  lion. 

Although  Finland  generally  was  treated  on  a non-interfering  basis  by 
the  Russians,  its  history  and  political  development  followed  that  of 
the  mainland.  With  the  assumption  to  the  throne  of  Nicholas  II,  the 
last  of  the  Czars,  Finnish  historic  constitutional  liberties  and 
privileges  were  confirmed,  however,  by  189^,  the  Russification  program 
was  extended  to  Finland  and  the  country  was  converted  into  a military 
district  of  the  Russian  empire.  In  1899*  the  powers  of  the  Diet 
(parliament)  were  curtailed;  and  a period  of  passive  resistance 
developed  against  further  Russification. 
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The  revolution  came  to  Russia  and  Finland  in  February  1917-  It  is 
the  coins  of  this  period  that  we  are  looking  at.  Finnish  coinage 
has,  for  the  most  part,  been  minted  in  Helsinki.  This  is  indicated 
by  the  S mint  mark  below  the  orb  on  the  25  and  50  pennia  pieces. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Provisional  government,  the  mint  simply  removed 
the  crown  from  over  the  eagle's  head  and  continued  on  striking  the 
same  coins  as  before  minus  the  symbol  of  Russian  authority.  (Russia, 
on  the  other  hand,  continued  the  Czarist  design.  This  probably  made 
no  difference,  since  the  coins  barely  circulated  anyway. ) 


In  March  1917/  Finland  was  recognized  as  an  independent  state  within 
the  Russian  federation;  and  on  December  6,  1917,  Finland  proclaimed 
its  complete  independence.  It  wasn't  until  March  1918,  however,  that 
Russia  was  forced  through  the  Treaty  of  Brest -Litovsk,  to  sever  all 
connections  with  Finland.  The  influencing  actions  were  instigated 
by  the  Germans  who  battled  the  Finnish  Reds  who  were  supported  by  the 
Bolsheviks  during  the  period  of  the  Civil  War  in  Finland,  January  1918. 
The  White  army  led  by  Baron  Mannerheim  and  supported  by  a strong 
German  force,  retook  Helsinki  and  drove  the  Reds  out  of  the  country. 


Finland  has  been  bothered  by  Russia  since  this  time,  and  it  is  to  the 
credit  of  the  Finnish  character  that  they  have  survived  and  have  been 
able  to  retain  and  develop  their  own  national  identity. 


It  should  be  pointed  out  at  this  time  that  the  Reds,  for  the  time 
that  they  held  the  capitol,  issued  a 5 pennia  copper  coin  (Y32)  which 
replaced  the  Russian  eagle  with  a device  of  three  trumpets  and  banners. 
Heralding  the  new  day  of  Communism,  no  doubt.  This  short-lived  issue 
is  relatively  scarce,  but  not  in  the  rare  category.

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THE  CONTINUING  STORY  OF  THE  1862  RUPEES  OF  INDIA 


by  James  G-  Unti 


Recently  I came  across  a variety  of  the  British  India  1862  Rupee  which 
I believe  has  not  been  previously  recorded.  At  least  this  variety  was 
not  listed  in  Falke  and  Clarke's  exhaustive  monograph  on  the  subject. 


The  Rupee  in  question,  according  to  Falke  and  Clarke's  classification, 
has  a Type  A obverse  (3-3/^-  jabot  sections).  However,  although  this 

coin  is  good  in  the  area  of  the 
"v"  mark,  I did  not  detect  one. 
The  pearls  in  the  crown  appear 
to  be  the  elongated  type.  The 
reverse  is  a type  II.

The  unique  feature  of  this  par- 
ticular coin  is  the  presence  of 
two  dots  or  beads  below  the 
flower  at  the  top  and  four  dots 
or  beads  above  the  flower  at 
the  bottom.  Based  on  obser- 
vations of  similar  coins  I would 
conclude  that  this  1862  Rupee 
was  minted  in  Bombay,  probably 
in  1866.

Bruce  Smith's  "WHAT'S  IN  A NAME?" 


CAVALIER:  A coin  which  circulated  in  France  and  the  Low  Countries  in 

the  14th  or  15th  century.  The  word  comes  from  the  Italian  "cavaliere" 
which  is  from  the  Latin  "caballarius",  meaning  horse.  The  French  how- 
ever means  horseman,  referring  to  the  design  of  a horseman.  This  coin 
is  probably  the  same  as  the  FRANC  A CHEJVAL,  introduced  in  the  1360's, 
which  has  on  the  obverse  the  king  mounted  instead  of  standing,  as  on 
earlier  coins.  CHEVAL,  of  course  refers  to  the  horse.  The  DOBLA  of 
Henry  II  of  Spain  is  also  called  a CAVALIER. 

DRIELANDER:  The  word  is  from  the  Dutch,  meaning  "three  lands"  because 

the  coin  was  issued  by  the  Counties  of  Holland  and  Hainaut  and  the 
Duchy  of  Brabant.  Actually  a DOUBLE  GROS  issued  by  John  IV  (l4l5-27) 
of  Belgium.  Under  Philip  of  St.  Pol  ( 1427-30),  this  same  coin  was 
called  a KROMSTAART. 

TANGA:  The  Tibetan  denomination  TANGA  comes  from  the  Turkish  or  Mon- 

golian, and  means  a seal  or  marked  object. 
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BOOK  REVIEWS

As  a real  student  of  Chinese  numismatics  and  history,  I cannot  contain 
my  elation  on  finding  that  many  old  and  reliable  books  on  China,  which 
till  now  I have  had  to  visit  several  different  libraries  to  find,  have 
been  reprinted  and  are  available  again  --  and  at  relatively  reasonable 
prices.  These  books  are  being  reprinted  in  Taiwan  (which  keeps  the 
price  down)  by  the  Ch'eng-wen  Publishing  Company,  Taipei.  They  are 
available  in  the  United  States  solely  through  Oriental  Publications 
and  Products,  8ll  Taraval  Street  at  19th  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia 94ll6.  Interested  parties  should  write  for  their  17  page  cata- 
logue of  western  language  reprints  (in  English,  French  and  German,  in 
that  order)  or  their  catalogue  of  reprints  on  Chinese.  The  quality  of 
these  books,  compared  to  most  Taiwan  publications,  is  quite  good  -- 
much  better  than  I had  expected.  Some  come  with  a clear  vinyl  cover 
at  no  additional  charge.  All  are  clothbound  hardbacks.  They  are  an 
excellent  investment  for  the  serious  student  of  Oriental  numismatics 
or  history. 

ON  CHINESE  CURRENCY.  COIN  AND  PAPER  MONEY,  by  Willem  Vissering  (1877), 
$6.00.  220  pages  including  addenda  and  corregenda.  With  photo  of 

Ming  note. 

This  book  is  an  examination  of  Chinese  coins  and  paper  money 
through  the  Sung  Dynasty,  taken  mainly  from  the  "Wen  Hsien  T'ung 
K'ao"  by  Ma  Tuan-lin  first  published  in  1321  AD.  Ma  Tuan  Lin  was  a 
scholar  during  the  Sung  dynasty  who  retired  from  public  office  when 
the  Mongols  took  over  China.  He  devoted  the  remainder  of  his  life  to 
studies  of  the  past,  of  which  the  "Wen  Hsien  T'ung  K'ao"  was  the  result. 

Vissering  has  taken  the  "Wen",  section  by  section,  giving  first  the 
original  Chinese,  then  a translation,  and  then  his  observations.  This 
is  precisely  what  Ma  Tuan-lin  did  in  the  "Wen",  reprinting  earlier 
works  and  then  making  comments  on  the  original.  In  this  way,  ancient 
works  on  coins  have  been  preserved  to  this  day,  though  the  original 
work  may  have  been  lost  long  ago. 

The  majority  of  the  book  is  concerned  with  the  T'ang  and  Sung  dynasties, 
on  which  the  most  information  was  available  to  Ma  Tuan-lin.  There  is 
much  useful  information  on  the  use  of  the  coins  and  notes,  the  mints, 
and  the  official  composition  and  weight  of  the  coins.  Since  the  orig- 
inal work  was  not  an  official  Mongol  publication,  we  can  expect  the 
work  to  be  more  truthful.  It  is  an  excellent  book  for  one  interested 
in  pre-Ming  dynasty  coinage  who  cannot  read  Chinese,  and  it  demonstrates 
quite  well  the  early  Chinese  numismatic  works.  It  is  not  a catalogue 
and  contains  few  illustrations,  as  it  is  concerned  more  with  the  use 
and  production  of  the  coins  than  in  the  coins  themselves. 


TRADE  AND  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  CHINESE  EMPIRE,  by  H.  B-  Morse  (1908), 
$6.00.  450  pages,  including  a full  size  color  reproduction  of  a Ming 
banknote. 

Hosea  B.  Morse  was  one  of  the  foremost  authorities  on  China  during  his 
day.  A Harvard  graduate  bom  in  Nova  Scotia,  he  entered  the  Chinese 
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Imperial  Customs  Service  in  1874  and  served  in  various  capacities  in 
that  service  until  he  retired  in  1907-  From  1903,  he  was  statistical 
secretary  of  the  Customs  Service,  and  his  many  works  reflect  his  know- 
ledge and  access  to  official  statistics. 

The  first  three  chapters  are  a general  history  of  China  and  an  outline 
of  the  government  of  the  empire.  The  fourth  chapter,  on  the  revenue 
and  expenditures  of  the  empire,  covers  the  various  types  of  taxes  and 
how  they  are  paid  and  collected  --  and  spent. 

Chapter  five  is  on  currency  and  is  quite  thorough.  It  is  with  a few 
minor  changes,  the  same  article  published  in  the  1907  Journal  of  the 
Royal  Asiatic  Society  under  the  title:  The  Currency  of  China.  In  the 

52  pages  of  this  chapter  he  covers  the  history  of  money  in  China,  first 
copper  coins,  then  paper  money,  then  silver  and  gold.  Included  here 
is  a table  of  mintage  statistics  for  cash  coins  for  the  period  1644 
through  1865.  Although  the  figures  are  not  wholly  accurate,  they  are 
still  a good  indication  of  the  output  of  the  mints  during  that  period. 
(The  Royal  Asiatic  Society  article  contains  also  a table  of  the  number 
of  banknotes  issued  yearly  by  the  various  government  authorities  during 
the  Mongol,  or  Yuan,  dynasty.  This  table  is  unfortunately  absent  from 
the  book. ) 

Chapter  six  deals  with  weights  and  measures;  chapter  eight  with  the 
provinces  and  treaty  ports;  chapters  nine  and  ten  with  trade.  The 
twelfth  chapter  covers  the  Customs  department  and  how  it  came  to  be 
controlled  by  the  foreign  powers. 

The  last  chapter  is  on  the  post  office  department,  which  was  also  con- 
trolled by  the  foreign  powers.  There  is  much  useful  information  on 
postal  history  and  how  the  postal  system  operated  here,  and  is  sure 
to  interest  those  who,  like  myself,  collect  stamps  as  well  as  coins. 


THE  CITIES  AND  TOWNS  OF  CHINA,  by  G.  M.  H.  Playfair  (2nd  Edition  19 10), 
$6.00.  660  pages.  In  Chinese  and  English. 

Playfair  was  for  many  years  the  British  Consul  at  Fuchow,  Fukien.  In 
1879  he  published  the  first  edition  of  this  work  for  the  benefit  of 
foreigners  seeking  accurate  information  on  the  cities  of  China,  their 
location  and  importance.  The  book  is  in  English  but  gives  the  name  in 
Chinese  characters  as  well  as  the  Roman  spelling  of  same.  Several 
thousand  cities  are  listed  here,  alphabetically  arranged  with  their 
locations  in  latitude  and  longitude  and  the  type  of  city  they  are, 
whether  provincial  capital,  circuit  capital,  or  the  capital  of  a pre- 
fecture, subprefecture,  district  or  department  --  or  just  a simple  town 
or  village.  In  addition,  other  names  by  which  the  city  is  known  and 
the  names  by  which  it  was  known  in  earlier  dynasties  is  also  given. 

If  the  city  was  mentioned  by  Marco  Polo,  the  name  by  which  he  called 
it  is  also  given.  In  the  appendix  is  a list  of  all  the  provinces  and 
the  subdivisions  of  each.  Although  many  cities  have  ben  renamed  since 
the  Communist  takeover,  the  book  is  still  a must  for  those  interested 
in  old  China.

CATHAY  AND  THE  WAY  THITHER  (4  Vol.  in  2 Vol. ),  by  Sir  Henry  Yule  (2nd 
Edit.  1915 )>  $14.40.  Over  700  pages,  several  maps. 
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Henry  Yule  is  best  known  for  his  1871  edition  of  "The  Book  of  Marco 
Polo",  which  was  and  probably  still  is  the  best  edition  of  that  work 
available  today.  Before  publishing  his  "Marco  Polo",  which  was  well 
known  in  Europe  by  that  time,  Yule  published  in  1866  the  first  edition 
of  this  book,  which  is  a translation  of  more  obscure  ancient  and  med- 
ieval writings  on  China. 

Here  he  has  collected  writings  by  various  ancient  Greek  and  Roman 
authors,  by  Byzantie  writers,  and  by  a host  of  medieval  European  and 
Near  Eastern  authors  --  nearly  all  first  hand  accounts  of  travels  in 
and  through  China  at  various  times.  Of  particular  interest  are  the 
numerous  references  from  the  various  sources  to  coins,  ingots  and 
paper  money  used  in  China  --  especially  during  the  Mongol  dynasty. 

In  most  places,  the  original  (in  the  original  language)  is  given 
followed  by  the  English  translation.  It  is  worthwhile  book  especially 
for  those  interested  in  the  history  of  western  contact  with  China.

THE  CHINESE  COMMERCIAL  GUIDE ( 5th  Edition  1863),  by  S.  Wells  Williams, 
$6.00.  655  pages,  including  several  treaties  signed  between  China 

and  the  west. 

Born  in  New  York,  Williams  went  to  China  in  1833.  In  1848,  he  went  to 
Japan  with  Commander  Perry  as  interpreter.  Later  he  became  interpreter 
for  the  United  States  legation  in  China,  until  he  returned  to  the 
United  States  in  1875.  Two  years  later,  he  became  professor  Chinese 
language  and  literature  at  Yale. 

This  book,  first  published  in  1844,  was  designed  to  help  the  foreign 
traders  in  the  Orient.  It  contains  all  sorts  of  useful  and/or  inter- 
esting information,  such  as  types  of  sycee  ingots  used  in  China  and 
how  to  have  them  assayed,  duties  on  every  conceivable  items,  sailing 
directions  to  and  through  China,  trade  regulations  in  various  places, 
drawings  of  various  ships  well  known  at  the  time,  weights  and  measures 
used  in  various  places,  and  tables  to  figure  interest,  exchange  rates, 
logarithms,  and  directions  on  how  to  determine  the  fineness  of  metal. 

Of  more  interest  to  numismatists,  there  are  sections  on  the  currencies 
of  China  (10  pgs. ),  Japan  (4  pgs),  Annan,  Siam,  Dutch  East  Indies, 
Philippines,  Malayan  States  and  Singapore,  India,  Burma  and  oddly,  the 
United  States  (doesn't  everyone  know  the  Dollar?).  There  is  also  a 
table  giving  the  date  of  the  Chinese  New  Years  Day  from  1797  through 
1868,  quite  useful  in  converting  Chinese  dates  into  western  dates. 

There  is,  in  short,  just  about  everything  one  would  need  to  know  in 
China  in  1863.  A very  interesting  book. 


CHRONICLES  OF  THE  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY  TRADING  TO  CHINA,  1635  TO  183k, 

5 Volumes,  by  H.  B.  Morse  (1926-1929),  $18.00.  1800  pages,  many  tables 

This  is  an  excellent  and  scholarly  work  that  must  have  been  years  in 
preparation.  What  Morse  has  done  is  to  give  a year  by  year  history  and 
record  of  transactions  of  the  East  India  Company  in  China.  It  is  a 
wealth  of  information  on  trade,  currency,  gold  and  silver  ingots,  and 
many  other  aspects  of  the  relations  between  China  and  the  west  when 
the  only  port  open  to  the  foreigners  was  Canton,  and  it  only  at  certain 
times  of  the  year.  Canton  at  this  time  was  the  only  window  through 
which  the  west  could  view  China.  This  book  is  for  those  who  are 
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really  "into"  China.  Attractive  dark  blue  cover  with  gold  lettering: 
and  clear  vinyl  dust  cover.
